Fou r m em b ers of ii fam ily of six 
are dead today a s a result xii’

accident* near Greensburg 
late yesterday afternoon, when the 
automobile driven by Ja m e s Ander­ 
son of near Richland, th is county, 
and occupied by his wife, Mrs. M ary 
Anderson, and two children, George 
and Rush, was struck by a train 
and a il four fatally injured or killed 
outright. 


Mr. Anderson and son Rush were 
killed 
instantly and Mrs. Anderson 
died within a few minutes after the 
accident. 
G e o rg e was s e rio u s ly in­ 
jured and died this morning about 
seven o’clock in a botel in Greens­ 
burg, death resulting from injuries 
about the bead. 


Mr. Anderson was 47 years old and
